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Tesco wins approval 
for new supermarket 


TESCO has been given 
approval for a new 
supermarket in Haver¬ 
hill despite fears it will 
create traffic chaos. 

Work is due to start on the 
store at the former Station 
Yard site this year It is due to 
open in 2010 and will create 
around 350 full and part-time 
jobs. 

Michael Kissman, Tesco’s corp¬ 
orate affairs manager, said the 
company had received a lot of 
positive feedback from the town 

He said a great deal of effort had 
been put into a traffic management 
scheme and the company was 
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confident that traffic would flow 
smoothly 

He said: “It is really in our own 
interest to get this right, the last 
thing we want is for our customers 
to be sitting in a queue of traffic. 

“We feel it is an exciting scheme. 
We have worked really hard to 
come up with something different 
for Haverhill, with the restaurant 
in the tower. 

“Talking to people in the town - 
the prospect of the jobs and 
bringing more shoppers to the 
town - they feel are good things.” 

A report to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s development 
control committee today showed a 


“green box” around the new 
roundabout to be constructed 
opposite the Stour Brook, with tree 
planting around a square and the 
pedestrianised section of The 
Pightle in front on numbers 1-10. 

The double roundabout at the 
Cangle Junction would be replaced 
by a single three-arm roundabout 
giving access to Queen Street and 
Lower Downs Slade. 

A new road would be created as 
the main access to the site from a 
new roundabout linked to Wratting 
Road. 

Councillors were concerned that 
two bus stops and shelters had 
been removed from the plans and 
called for them to be reinstated. 

Haverhill Town Council raised 
15 issues which would be for¬ 
warded to Tesco and it was hoped 


that many of the requests could be 
incorporated in the plan. 

Pightle Residents Association 
still had concerns about residents 
parking provision, whether the car 
park could be subject to abuse at 
night, fencing and surface water 
drainage issues, and whether site 
clearance could displace a large rat 
population. 

Fifteen other objections were 
also presented to the committee, 
many concerning traffic issues. 

The report, recommending 
approval, said: “The overall effect 
of the submitted proposal would be 
a striking modern building which 
fully respects its prominent 
position at the entrance to the 
town, at the interface between the 
town centre and surrounding 
residential neighbourhoods.”

Inspectors

Their report said: “Pupils’ 
rate of progress improves as 
they move through the 
school.

“All pupils, including those 
who find it hard to learn and 
those who speak English as 
an additional language, 
make good overall progress 
from their starting points 
and achieve well. 

“Good leadership and 
management contribute 
positively to the school’s 
success.

By Year 4 they were above 
national expectations in 
reading, writing and math¬ 
ematics. 

The exciting curriculum, 
enriched by a wide range of 
visits and visitors, interests 
the pupils and encourages

100,000 hours 
of work done 
by offenders 


MORE than 100,000 hours of 
unpaid work were carried out by 
offenders in Suffolk last year and 
probation officers have denied that 
community sentences are a soft 
option. 

Latest figures show offenders serving 
community sentences in Suffolk carried 
out more than 115,000 hours of unpaid 
work last year. In 2007/08 Suffolk 
Probation Area supervised 1,469 
offenders who had been given 
community sentences. 

These sentences included community 
orders and suspended prison sentences, 
which can both have up to 12 conditions 
such as unpaid work, a curfew restriction 
or doing courses to help offenders to 
break away from crime. 

Projects included maintaining elderly 
people’s gardens for Havebury Housing 
Partnership, clearing litter and painting 
over graffiti. 

In the last six years, Suffolk Probation 
Area has seen an average increase in 
community sentences of 17.3 per cent. 

The Government has just given Suffolk 
Probation an extra £397,000 to further 
increase the area’s capacity to deliver 
effective community sentences. 

Suffolk Probation Area Chief Officer 
John Budd said: “Community sentences 
are not a soft option. We have an excellent 
record in Suffolk for enforcing them 
through the courts. But it is not just 
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about punishment, community sentences 
are also vital for moving offenders away 
from crime, as well as ensuring that they 
make reparations to the community” 

Tough community sentences have 
proved more effective in reducing crime 
and stopping re-offending, according to a 
new Government report Community 
Sentencing - Reducing Re-offending, 
Changing Lives. 

Probation Minister David Hanson said: 
“We have a duty to ensure that we 
provide punishments which are most 
effective in cutting re-offending. The 
truth is that for many offenders 
community sentences are more effective 
than short-term prison sentences.”

Dispersal order a 
success, say police 


CALLS to the police have 
dropped dramatically 
since a dispersal order was 
imposed six weeks ago at a 
previous trouble spot. 

The order, covering an area 
around Howe Road, Haverhill, 
allows officers to disperse any 
people who are behaving in an 
intimidating or anti-social way. 

It also makes it an offence for 
those moved on to return 
within 24 hours. 

Since the order was imposed 
on May 9, Suffolk police have 
received just one call about 
anti-social behaviour in the 
area, compared with eight over 
the same period last year. 

Officers have carried out 
regular patrols, and on most 
evenings the only people in the 
area were using it for its 
intended purpose. 

Five youths were dispersed 
from the area in the first six 
weeks, alcohol was confiscated

from them and they were 
banned from entering the 
dispersal area for 24 hours. 

Haverhill Neighbourhood 
Inspector Andy Smith is 
pleased with the response so 
far. He said: “The minority of 
young people who were 
gathering in the area around 
Howe Road, drinking and 
littering and causing a 
nuisance, seem to have taken 
note of the order. 

“The one call we received was 
from a member of the public 
who was aware of the dispersal 
order and felt empowered to ask 
the youths to leave the area 
himself. It appears local people 
feel more confident in calling 
the police if they do experience 
any anti-social behaviour in 
and around Howe Road, they 


understand the powers given to 
officers by the order and know 
that we can take positive 
action.” 

Pc Rupert Beynon, who 
covers the area, said: “People I 
have spoken to at the local shop 
are in favour of the order, and 
tell me noise levels coming 
from the skatepark and railway 
line after dark have dropped.” 

Town and borough councillor 
Anne Gower said: “I have seen 
people of various ages using 
and enjoying the skate park and 
the play areas. It is good to see 
the mums and younger children 
using the area now they feel 
safe, and the whole place is 
much cleaner. The skate 
boarders obviously feel less 
intimidated and are keener to 
use the facilities. 

“I am delighted at the success 
of this dispersal order so far, 
and will be maintaining a keen 
watch on how things develop.”

Compact MPVs can be great value 



SOME sectors may be 
struggling in the current 
economic climate, but not 
the compact MPV sector, 
which saw the biggest 
explosion of all vehicle 
sectors in new car 
registrations between 
2000 and 2007. 

Analysis by the experts 
behind Glass’s Guide for 
Used Car Values shows 
the surge in sales, which 
saw registrations 
increase by 56,800 during 
this period, had a knock- 
on effect for residual 
values in the used 
market. 

As second-hand 
examples are now 
plentiful, the publisher 
says buyers have a wide 
range of vehicles to 
choose from, at sensible 
prices. 

“The ongoing success 
of compact MPVs has 
been driven by good 
interior packaging, 
versatility, and 


affordability - all of 
which are key to 
attracting the family 
audience,” explains 
Adrian Rushmore, 
managing editor at 
EurotaxGlass’s. 

Now, healthy levels of 
supply of used compact 
MPVs have started to 
affect values, he adds. 

“These vehicles have 
passed their residual 
value peak, following the 
wave of three-year-old 
cars entering the market 
in the wake of the 
highest registration 
years. Examples offered 
for retail sale today that 
pre-date 2004, however, 
will still find a strong 
following because of 
limited choice.” 

However, fuel costs are 
draining the bank 
accounts of many 
motorists, says online 
buyer advice outfit 
UsedCarExpert.co.uk.

bridge says many motor¬ 
ists are now seeking a 
good-value, reliable, and 
- most importantly - 
economical supermini. 

“The three suggestions 
given below are not 
necessarily the most 
economical cars, but they 
are fairly frugal and also 
happen to be great value 
at the moment,” he says. 

“But there is no point 
paying several thousand 
pounds extra for a car 
that will save you a 
penny a mile,” Turn- 
bridge adds. 

■ Renault Clio: “Clios are 
cheap to buy and run, 
which are the two most 
appealing qualities,” 
Tumbridge says. “Also, 
the Clio is very safe, and 


from the Expression 
model upwards, aircon is 
standard.” 

Best used buy is the 1.2, 
and most economical 
version is the 1.5dCi 65, 
returning 65.7mpg 
overall. 

UsedCarExpert.co.uk 
prices a 2006 1.5 dCi 
Authentique, with 20,000 
average miles, at around 
£8,200. 

■ Peugeot 207: “The 207 
design appeals to the 
young, while comfortable 
seats and the soft Peugeot 
ride have a strong attrac¬ 
tion for older owners,” 
says Tumbridge. 

Best used buy is the 1.6 
petrol variant, and most 
economical example is 
the 1.4 HDi, with its 


66mpg average.

■ Citroen C2: “This tiny 
town-centre assault 
vehicle is easy to drive 
and live with.

MOTORISTS are still 
having to pay out 
hundreds of pounds in 
unnecessary garage bills 
because of mechanics’ 
ignorance of auto 
electrical systems, 
according to a leading 
fleet management 

specialist who first 
highlighted the problem 
four years ago. 

Apparently, faced with faults 
involving the computer systems 
found in the latest models, some 
mechanics are adopting a 
“repair by replacement” policy. 
This can lead to a bill of more 
than £1,000 for a new engine 
control unit when the fault may 
be a loose connection costing 
only a few pounds to repair. 

It seems that cost-conscious 
garages are still shying away 
from sending their staff on 
essential training courses to put 
the situation right. In response, 
Fleet Management Services, the 
company making the 
allegations, have decided to send 
their own maintenance 
controllers on manufacturer- 
approved courses. These will 
provide them with the 
knowledge to withhold 
authorisation for unnecessary 
work involving electronic 
equipment. 

All of which is fine of course 


if your car happens to be leased 
through a company like Fleet 
Management Services. If you’re 
a private owner, things are 
rather more difficult. Many 
motorists find that they are 
being “blinded with science” 
when faced with huge bills for 
electronic replacements. 

You glance down the invoice, 
accept that it “had to be done” 
and reach for the chequebook 
with a heavy heart. Bills run 
from £60-£300 for the replace¬ 
ment of an electronic ignition 
system, to £800 for a fuel 
injection computer to well over 
£1,000 for an engine control unit. 

Don’t think that you’ll avoid 
the problem if you don’t actually 
have a new car either. Even 
relatively modern models 
usually have on-board 
computers. As a result, 
mechanics have to diagnose 
faults in air flow meters, and the 
fuel injection and engine control 
units, not to mention extra 
features like anti-lock braking 
systems. 

Whatever dealership you 
regularly use, the manufacturer 
concerned will have offered 
them the necessary training on 
auto electronic diagnostic skills. 
Many garages, however, see 
these courses as low priority, a 
habit learned through the 
recession. 

Even those that do send staff 
often send only one person. 


Unless you’re fortunate enough 
to get him working on your car, 
the result could be that your 
faulty electronic part gets 
replaced rather than repaired - 
and you get the bill. 

The moral of the story? Ask 
whether your dealer’s workshop 
staff are properly trained in 
auto electronics before you book 
your car in. If afterwards, you 
get a large bill for a part 


computer or electronic-related, 
query it and ask whether the 
item couldn’t have been 
repaired. 

If you’re not satisfied, take the 
question up with the 
manufacturer concerned. If 
you’re still not happy, ask your 
local trading standards office to 
lend a hand. Unless of course, 
you’d rather just write out that 
cheque...

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LEICESTER City have swooped for 
Cambridge United’s talented defender 
Michael Morrison 

The young Haverhill-based defender signed 
on at the Walkers Stadium on Tuesday 
afternoon after tying up loose ends on a deal. 

The fee with Nigel Pearson’s Foxes, who were 
relegated to Coca-Cola League One last season, 
is for an undisclosed amount, but it is 
understood to be worth more than £100,000, with 
various add-ons depending on appearances, 
promotion and sell-on clauses. 

The 20-year-old former youth-teamer, who had 
previously caught the eye of top clubs, such as 
Everton, Chelsea, Newcastle and Watford, 
signed a two-year extension to his contract last 
February after rejecting an initial deal at the 
end of 2007. 

However, United director George Rolls 
described the move as a ‘win-win’ for both the 
club and the England C international. 

He said: “It’s a good deal for the club and a 
cracking move for Michael. 

“An opportunity like this doesn’t come along 
every day and it wouldn’t be right to stand in 
his way, especially after he did right by us in 
February by signing a new contract. 

“He could have kept his options open and 
walked away in the summer for a fee potentially 
set by a tribunal, but he signed a new deal with us 
and I felt honour-bound to let him talk to Leicester. 

“We’ve agreed a good deal with Leicester and 


we wish Michael well. He is still only 20 and, 
hopefully, he will continue to carve out an 
exciting career.” 

Meanwhile, United chairman Phil Law has 
promised new boss Gary Brabin and his 
assistant Paul Carden more money will be 
available to bring in new faces after vowing to 
plough most of the money from the sale of 
Morrison into the club’s war chest. 

Law said: “There are two aspects to the 
Michael Morrison deal. The new contract he 
signed in February rightly put him at the top 
end of the club’s earners, so the move to 
Leicester will free up money in that respect. 

“Secondly, the up-front fee from Leicester, 
which was fairly decent, will come into play and 
I expect the lion’s share of that to go back into 
the playing budget.” 

The United supremo was also very clear that 
Brabin and Carden were fully involved in the 
Morrison transfer as the squad continues to 
take shape for the new season. 

He said: “Although they are disappointed to lose 
a good player, they know it was the best thing all 
round. 

“We’ve been working away at the budget and 
building it up. It’s certainly in excess of the 
playing budget we started off with last season.” 

And the management duo have already moved 
to find a replacement for Morrison with the 
signing of former Forest Green defender 
Anthony Tonkin on a free transfer.
